MAYOR’S SECRETARY 
MAKES ACCUSATIONS 


Mr. Simon Is Also Accused of 
Failing to Visit Institutions 
and Attend Meetings of the 
Board of Health. | 


Health Commissioner Simon Monday 
gave out a copy of the charges which 
have been filed against him as Health 
Commissioner by James G. McConkey, 
private secretary to the Mayor, with 
Mayor Wells. 

The hearing on the charges will begin | 
in the Mayor's office before the Mayor | 
at 10 a. m. Friday, July 7. 

The charges are: 

That Dr. Simon failed to devote his 
entire time to the duties of his office, 
as required by the city charter, 

That he was guilty of gross and will- 
ful neglect of his official duties In that | 
he faikd to familiarize himselit with .he 
needs of the various institu.ions under 
the direction of the Health Commission- | 
er or to consult and advise with the

superintendents thereof; that he did not 
visit the eating roome of the institu- 
tions as requircd by the muni.ipai cod-; 
that he failed to atteml the mecun,s 
of the Board of Health, to the extent of | 
being absent from at least one-third of 
such meetings. 

That he was guilty of gross abuse of 
official power and position in employing 
persons to fill positions authoriz.d by 
ordinance; placing on the payrolls per- 
sons as employes before appointments 
were consummated by appioval of the 
Board of Health, enumerating a long 
list of such employes. 


Miss Rohan’s Discharge. 

The summary discharge of Miss Eliza- 
beth Rohan, as Chief Clerk at the City 
Hospital, is one of the counts in this 
indictment. It is charged that she was 
dismissed without cause. It is recount- 
ed that Miss Rohan had faithfully per- 
formed “the duties of the position for 
many years, and that Dr. Simon, in 
his dismissal of her, stated that he had 
to do some things that he did not want 
to do, and that self-preservation was 
the first law of nature, 

Hig appointment of Dr. J. 8. Her- 
rington as Assistant Superintendent of 
the Female Hospital is alleged against 
him. The statement is made that Dr. 
Herrington was “incompetent,” and 
was ineligible to appofntment from the 
fact that he had not served one year 
in the hospital, as required by ordi- 
nance; and that Dr. Simon afterward 
removed him to prevent his discharge 
for cause. 

It is further alleged that Dr. Simon

LODZ, Russian Poiand, June 26.—The 
list of known victims of the presant 
outbreak against the Government in 
this city is now over 120. This list 
does not include many wounded who 
attended to their own injuries or the 
dead bodies that were carried away-by 
strikers. 

Thus far the authorities have buried

LEGISLATORS SEEM 
LOCKED OW HOOKER 


Friends) of New York Justice 


Do Not Believe Impeach- 
ment Will Be Voted. 


ALBANY, N. Y., June 2%.—Justice 
Warren Hooker's friends have tied into 
the tightest knot the special session of 
the Legislature which was called to 
try impeachment charges against him. 

They have sprung this little query: 
Can a Justice of the Supreme Court be 
dismissed for acts done ouv of and 
wholly apart from the court. Justice 
Hooker's dismissal was recommended 
by the State Bar Association after an 
exhaustive inquiry into alleged wrong- 
doings. Among other things he was ac- 
cused of being a party to various frauds 
to swell payrolls of the Postoffice. 

The Senate Judiciary Committee is 
now at work trying to determine in ad- 
vance the legality of the proceedings. 
The committee will report on Wednes- 
day. 

There is a wide difference of opinion 
as to its conclusions. Justice ooker 
an® his ‘rierds, backed up by pretty 
nearly every judicial officer in the 
State, express confidence that the com- 
mittee will declare against the removal 
of the Justice under section N! of article 
6 of the State Constitution, which pro- 
vides that any judicial officer may be 
removed by concurrent resolution voted 
for by two-thirds of the members of 
each House present. 

A number of Senators and Assembly- 
men have expressed opposition to this 

and the judiciary has taken a 
rather lively and unusual interest in 
promoting this opposition. Few of them 
care anything about the fate of Justice 
Hooker, their interest is more directly 
personal. They believe that the estab- 
lishment of such a p ent as that 
recommended by the Assembly Ju- 


diciary Committee, which primarily tn- 
vestigated the charges against Justice 
Hooker, fraught with future 
danger to any justice incurring the hos- 
tility of " a3 tee organization in 
control of the Legislature.

WASHINGTON, June 26.—Secretary of 

Commerce and Labor Metcalf is likely 
to resign as a result of President Roose- 
velt’s order modifying the harshness of 
the methods hitherto in use for the en- 
forcement of the Chinese exclusion 
law. 

The enforcement of this statute falls 
within Mr. Metcalf's jurisdiction. The 
examinations of Chinese seeking en- 
trance to this country have hitherto 
been of the most rigorous character. 
By the President's order, made public 
today, all these methods are summarily 
abolished, both as regards Chinese en- 
titled to entry or debarred from Amer- 
ica. 

Chinese who are able to  se- 
cure certificates from American con- 
suls at their ports of embarka- 
tion will be entitled to admission 
and immigration agents are forbidden 
to raise the smallest question concern- 
ing the validity of the certificates with 
which they ate ‘armed. 

Mf. ‘Wetéalf has accepted the eftuation 
with odftvara good grace. There is no 
question; however, that he and the 
President disagreed sharply. The. Sec- 
retary is satisfied that the new system 
will result in the admission of a flood 
of coolle labor under cover of forged 
consular certificates.

“The militia act of 186, which pro- 
vides for the organization of the 
litia, making the Governor, ns 
of his office, the commander n-chief, 
as provided by the Constitution, also 
provides in section 7 of article 6 for 
the Governor's calling out the militia, 
that is, the national guard of Missouri, 
whenever any invasion or insurrection 
in the Btate is threatened, or there is 
any city, town or county within the 
State in tumult, riot, mob, or any body 
of men acting together by force with 
intent to commit a felony or offer vio- 
lence to persons or property, or by 
force to resists or break the laws of 
the State. 

“This section of the act of 196, how- 
ever, does not, in my opinion, restrict 
the power of the Governor as declared 
and defined in the Constitution. The 
enforcement of the laws is the esscn- 
tial and distinctive duty of the execu- 
tive head of the State. While the dis- 
tinction between the powers of gov- 
ernment is fundamental In our litical 
system, there are cases, it true, 
where the Legislature may direct the 
mode for the exercises of the other 
powers of government. But for the 
purposes of the question now consid- 
ered it is unnecessary to determine the 
limits of such a power. 

“I'nder the act it is the duty of the 
Gevernor to call out the militia in 
case of forcible resistance to the laws; 
but under the constitution he may call 
out the militia to execute the laws 
whenever he deems that such action 
is necessary to secure their enforce- 
ment, as he is the supreme conserva- 
tor of the peace throughout the State, 
and his judgment as to the necessity 
of such action is necessarily conclu- 
sive. 

“The language of our constitution in 
this particular is in substance the same 
as that of the act of Congress of 178, 
conferring the same power on the Pres- 
ident of the United States. A similar 
etme og in the Constitution of the 
tate of Washington was construed by 
the Supreme Court of that State as 
placing in the hands of the Governor 
the sole power of judgimg and deter- 
mining, from the eaete in his posses- 
sion, when the exigency has arisen 
which makes :it inousiio’ t upon him to 
call forth the military power of the 
State. (Bee Chapin vs. Ferry, 3 Wash. 
386 and 166 T. R. A. 116.) 

“Ordinarily it is true that the militia 
is ‘only required where there is forcible 
resistance to the laws, but it is ob- 
vious that cases may arise where a4 
militia force may be needed to preserve 
the peace by preventing apprehended 
riot and secure the enforcement of the 
laws, and of such exigency the Gov- 
ernor must be the judge. 

‘The Governor is the supreme conser- 
vator of the peace throughout the 
State and every part of it, and when 
he deems that an exigency ariser re- 
quiring the assistance of the militia 
in the enforcement of the laws in any 
locality, he becomes the commander- 
in-chief ‘of the militia in the enforce- 
ment of the law, with whom the local 
officials are bound to co-operate in the 
preservation of peace in the en- 
forcement of the law.” 

It is generally conceded among law- 
vers. he that thie 18 a correct state- 
ment of the law in the case, and At- 
torney-General Hadley. who has seen 
the opinions of Mr. Judson, takes no 
exception to it. The Attorney-General 
and the Governor were in consultation 
tonight upon this subject. but neither 
desires to iesue a statement to the nub- 
lic. It ie know, however. that there 
is no difference of opinion between 
them as to the law In reference to the 
use of the militia.

UNCLE SAM THROWS 
BIGGEST GUN AWAY 


Sixteen-Inch Coast Defense 
Rifle Rolled in Ditch at 
Sandy Hook. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, June 23.—It costs ‘oo 
much to fire the greatest gun in the 
world, and the famous 16-inch rifle, the 
first of its,kind built for the American 
Government, has been cast into a ditch 
at the Sandy Hook proving grounds. 

It was the first of 4 similar wea- 
pons intended for the defense of the 
country’s chief seaports, 18 being sched- 
uled for Sandy Hook, 10 for San Fran- 
cisco, 8 for Boston and 4 for Hampton 
Roads. None of the others will be 
bullt, ordnance officers admit. 

The pioneer 16-inch gun is but three 
years old and cost about $200,000. Its 
extravagance in the number of m@€n re- 
quired to handle it, and the fact that 
it casts $865 every time it was fired, 
are responsible for its official dislodge- 
ment at Sandy Hook. 

The gun weighs 126 tons, or about 252.- 
000 pounds, and its muzzle is so big 
that a giant soldicr was able to wrap 
nis blanket about him and enjoy a 
peaceful sumber within. The length of 
the piece is 49% feet. and the diameter 
at the breech is 6 feet 2 inches. The 
projectile needed for the gun weighed 
2370 pounds, and to fire it more than 
half a ton of powder was needed. The 
powder costs $265 and the projectile, 
which was of the armor-piercing kind, 
su. The gur was built at the Water- 
viiet arsenal, Troy, and was a white 
elephant from the outset. The steel 
ingot, from which the breech end was 
bored, weighed 9) 1-5 tons, which is said 
to be the biggest piece of steel ever 
cast In the world. Its length was 16 
feet 7 inches. Altogether the gun was 
fired about a dozen times at the prov- 
ing grounds. The arsenal officers be- 
ing unable to get a suitable mount for 
the welghty weapon, the ordnance peo- 
ple used a 12-inch carriage. Each time 
they fired the piece on this mount it 
was with the expectation that the gun 
would Kick its rest to pieces. About 
three times as many men were required 
to handle the plece during tests os were 
needed for a }2-Inch gun. This added 
to the cost of the charge convinced 
the. Government that the increaze in 
deadiy fire was not commensurate. 
Army officials feel satisfied with the 
ability of the 12-inch type to destroy 
the powerful warship at long range.

University authorities are, exceedingly eager to 
get and keep men who can distinguish themselves in 
athletics. Distinction of this kind is a great adver- 
tisement and draws young fellows with a fascina- 
tion not equaled by that possessed by scholastic op- 
portunities. 

Daly’s offense was dishonorable in the extreme. 
But more than one scandal has grown out of the 
craze for athletics, and college authorities have not 
been as careful as they should be to avoid even the 
appearance of evil. That Yale will tolerate no 
wrongdoing and will hold the students to the high- 
est standards of honor, no matter what the con- 
sequences may be, is a most encouraging sign. And 
it is an advertisement of the right kind.

[) sing “The Way to Womanhood’ 
in a series of papers in Harper's 
Bazar, thus voices his personal views 
on the subject: 


*“It seems to me,” he says, ‘that 
woman's excellence (and I have been 
using the’ word always in its proper 
meaning to denote superiority), lies in 
three things: a certain fineness and 
delicacy of physical organization and 
balance; a certain deep and sensitive 
power of intellectual and moral sym- 
pathy;'and a certain firm and gentle 
faculty of social order and rule.

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INCREASING EMPLOYMENT 


OF WOM 


BY FRANK 


‘“s HEN Harriet Martineau vie 
W ited this country in 180 she 
found “only seven e¢mploy- 
aenis open to women: Teaching, 
needle work, keeping boarders, work- 
ing in cotton milis, setting type, book- 
binding and domestic service.”’ 
The jast United Btates census divided 


the industries of «the country into #9 


groups, and, according to Carroll D. 
Wright, in only nine of these are no 
women or children empioyed. 

In Engiand, during the same period, 
according to Hobson, the number of 
women €ngaged in manufactures has 
increased 241 per cent, while that of 
men has increased only 53 per cent. 

This veritable revolution in the indus- 
trial siatus of women is two radical to 
be attributed to any one cause. It has 
come in @ general way trom the out- 
growing of the old mascuiine theory 
that woman had a “sphere of influ- 
ence” all her own, and all activity out- 
side that sphere was tabooed. One 
hears echoes of that theory nowadays 
before legislative bodies, uttered by 
archaic politicians, jealous of their 
poyer of boss-ship, but scarcely else- 
where. In-art, science and literature, 
in €ducation, in the professions, as well 
4s in industry, feminine capacity has 
achieved feminine opportunity, and the 
walls of the social order have not 
crumbled by reason thereocf. 

But, economically speaking, the wom- 
an worker has by no means won equal- 
ity. She all too often is forced to do 
the same work as a man, but for less 
This bears out the trades union 
theory that wages, left solely to the de- 
termining influence of the desire of the 
buyers of labor to purchase that com- 
modity in the lowest market, are based 


‘not upon the value of the service ren- 


dered, but upon the necessities of the 
labor seller. These necessities in turn 
are determined either by the Jack of 
resisting power on the part of the labor 
seller, or upon the imperative minimum 


(of subsistence. 


The industrial feminine has not as 
yet shown any great capacity for asso- 
ciated effort on wage lines. Whether 
this is due to some inscrutable’ lesion 
in the feminine Intellect, or, as seems 
more likely, to the inherited influence 


an open question. It must also be ad- 
mitted that during the earlier days of 
industrial woman she was regarded 
with more or less hostility by the trades 
unions themselves, and it is only since 
her recogni.ion by masculine workers as 
an an important economic factor that 
the craft associations have welcomed 
her to membership.

WHEAT PRICES 
WELL SUSTAINED 


Rains in Spring Wheat Dis- 
tricts Starts an Advance— 
Cash Wheat Lower. 


Firmness displayed by all grains Mon- 


day was rather a surprise to local trad- 
ers. The opening was to an advance 
which was well sustained until near 
the close. Trading was light and Sep- 
tember wheat got the most of it. 

The Minneapolis curb was higher on 
rains Sunday and a wet forecast for 
the spring wheat belt. There was no 
cheering news from that quarter. 

Everything heard from the winter 
wheat belt was favorable to harvest 
and prompt movement. A narrow rang® 
was a feature of all markets. 

July wheat opened % up and ranged 
down to 824% and up to closing at 
82%, even with Saturday's close. 
Septamber wheat opened unchanged, 
ranged from S1l%c to 82%c, closing at 
$2 asked. 

soonabar wheat opened a 4 uP and sold 
from 83c, the opening, Yc, closing 
at 83% LGS3%—_C asked. 

July corn sold at 52%c, an advance of 
Isc. September was bid up to 51sec. Ju- 
ly oats were bid at 3\%c, a gain of ‘ee. 

Decrease in the visible supply for the 
past week was 1,494,000 bu, against 
1,691,000 bu a year ago, leaving in public 
store, 15,288,000 bu, against 14,452,000 bu 
a year ago. Of the wheat in store, 10,- 
746,000 bu is in primary points. Local 
decrease was 264,000 bu, leaving 1,167,000 
bu in the elevators. Chicago's decrease 
of 187,000 bu leaves only 746,000. bu there. 
Minneapolis had the heaviest decrease, 
520,000 bu, and Duluth the next largest, 
309.000 bu. 

Corn decrease was 13,000 bu, against 
an increase of 311,000 bu last year. The 
present stocks are 2.908.000 bu, against 
5,434,000 bu a year ago. 

Oats decrease was 28,000 bu, against 
160,000 bu a year ago, leaving in stock
